Last night's offering of Ibsen by 
The Players' Club was very satis- 
lying, and marks a step forward. 
Faced with a task only rarely at- 
tempted by amateurs, the producers 
and cast combined to show the es- 
sential worth of this type of play, 
provided It is not overdone. Both 
to club and audience "The Wild 
Duck" will have been of great 
value, though the former gain the 
most. The wide scope of the play 
has brought out talents* which 
should be developed in McGilPs 
dramatic society. 

"The Wild Duck" is definitely a 
play which calls for skilled trans- 
lation from the rather over-power- 
ing narrative into a strong descrip- 
tion of active mental conflicts. This 
is sound work for young actors and 
all scored a decided triumph in this 
respect last night. Each part is 
woven into the whole plây in à 
manner unknown to modern writ- 
ers, and for this reason the play 
presents a real problem in pacing. 
Though there was a slight lag 
throughout the performance, some 
of the interpretation might suffer 
if too much emphasis were placed 
on speed, and it seems to indicate 
that allowances should be made by 
the audience. Competent cutting 
would be one solution. 

Concentration on the drama being 
of supreme importance, criticism 
must be directed at the inadequate 
attention given to staging, bad 
planning of spots, particularly in 
the first set, and the unfinished 
state of the sets, which were badly 
splattered. The mounting was al- 
together too artificial. 

Directing and acting came back 
Into their rightful place in this 
production, and considering the 
limited material at hand it seems 
to be generally agreed that the 
faults were of a minor nature. 
Characterizations were on the 
whole well worked out and 
executed. Hjalmar as handled by 
Reuben Ship showed a very suc- 
cessful effort to co-ordinate the 
rambling part of the central 
figure. Showing strong dramatic 
talent in the heavier scenes, it Is 
a pity that incessant repetition of 
mechanical gestures and a slightly 
monotonous pitch in voice should 
detract from the skilful and sym- 
pathetic understanding of a very' 
hard part. 

A stronger and more flexible 
character was necessary for Gre- 
. gers, though no one can have any- 
thing but sympathy for the unfor- 
tunate individual called upon to 
portray as unconvincing an idealist. 
Ambrose Saunders had some good 
spots, but all through his part was 
more like a careful reading than 
anything really dramatic. Helen 
L'Esperance's role of Hedvig was 
well controlled and contributed 
much to the final power which the 
whole cast was able to muster dur- 
ing the last two acts. We lost some 
of her lines but that can be easily 
remedied. 

Gina was well cast in the person 
of Kitty Haverfleld. Interpretation 
of the part was well conceived and 
though leaving all her resources till 
the stronger scenes at the end, she 
had a great air of conviction which 
immeasurably toned up her work. 
The make-up people were the main 
offenders in David Stapleton's part. 
Handicapped by an over-florid 
countenance, Werle was excellently 
portrayed, but the youthful vigour 
which was undisguised, did not 
blend well with the character de- 
scribed as "almost helpless." If 
Maurice Hecht had done as well 
with his voice as with the rest of 
Continued on Paga F.our.

A. ARCAND ACCUSES JEWS 
OF PLOTTING REVOLUTION; 
URGES NATIONAL FASCISM 



MQOTH Hemingway and Faulkner 
spell art, 'b-l-o-o-d.' Heming' 
way writes about blood that is shed, 
Faulkner about blood that flows 
from generation to generation." This 
was the key to Bruce Buddick's in- 
terpretation of the works of William 
Faulkner at a meeting of the Eng- 
lish Literature Society held yester- 
day afternoon in the Arts Building. 

Continuing the comparison, he 
went on to say that while Heming. 
way's characters have things done 
to them, Faulkner's characters do 
things themselves. Their activities 
are limited, however, by the dis 
astrous effects of racial inheritance, 
and are almost inevitably overtaken 
by tragedy which seems to be im- 
pending from the very beginning of 
the story. He deals principally with 
the degeneracy of families in the 
south of the United States: he pic- 
tures them as representatives of an 
outmoded culture, and suggests that 
they find some means of identify 
ing themselves with modern life, if 
they wish to survive. 

Discussion centred on his novel, 
"The. Sound and the Fury." In 
portion of this, events are related 
as they appear to an idiot, Benjy, 
who, at the time he tells his story, 
is thirty-three years old, but whose 
confused" "mind skips . back and 
forth from the present to the past. 
This produces a sort of jig-saw puz. 
zle effect and one has to be parties 
larly alert not to miss the signific- 
ance of certain seemingly unimpor 
tant little details'. In this type of 
symbolism he resembles James 
Joyce. 

Besides several volumes of short 
stories, which make easier reading 
than his novels, he has written 
"Sartoris," "Absalom Absalom" and 
"As I Lay Dying." He resides at 
present in Oxford, Mississippi, 
where he is cordially disliked by 
the white people, who accuse him 
of being a "nigger-lover."

SIMPLE STORIES 



Once upon a time there was a 
newspaper man. Now the depths to 
which some people will go to get a 
story are amazing. Who, for exam- 
ple ever heard of the McGill Fas- 
cists—well a certain Montreal 
newspaper has— and it is NOT the 
Montreal Gazette nor the Montreal 
Herald nor any of the weeklies— 
you guess who. 

Yesterday it seems there was a 
meeting in the Union and a lot of 
nice little boys and girls went to it 
and it was all about Fascism and 
the downtown papers were there to 
get the story and there was a cam- 
era man there, too— and we don't 
mean the ; man from the Toronto 
Star, either. 

Well at the' beginning of the meet- 
ing there was a resolution placed 
before the meeting concerning 
something or other, and those in 
favour were asked to indicate, and 
lo and behold when they held their 
hands up in the air to signify their 
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intention this Montreal newspaper 
candid camera maniac clicked them. 
Now wasn't that just too, too cute; 
what a scoop— all the people assent- 
ing to a resolution. 

Perhaps it was a joke— well the 
joke was on the camera man be- 
cause he was kicked out of the 
Union. The boys and the girls don't 
like that kind of a joke— just be- 
cause we listen to a fascist is not 
saying that we are a bunch of fas- 
cists even if a response to a resolu- 
tion does raise a hand or two in a 
fascist salute. 

So if you look very carefully in 
the evening edition of a certain 
paper in Montreal you may .see 
these little McGUl Fascists with 
their arms in the air saluting Adrien 
Arcand— but perhaps you won't be- 
cause we think that the Montreal 
newspapermen concerned will not 
run this little picture after the way 
they were spoken to by some of 
the local students yesterday. 

It would be a shame if the Mc- 
Gill Union was declared out of 
bounds for SOME people— lor a 
long, L 
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A TALL, good-looking, clear-eyed 
"man— full of ideas and ideals- 
such is Adrien Arcand, Leader of 
the Quebec Fascist Movement. Last 
night after addressing the Social 
"Problems Club of McGill University 
in the Union Ballroom the Canadian 
University Press managed to get an 
exclusive interview with the local 
Duce. 

Arcand denied that his organiza- 
tion had any connection with the 
Quebec Government or with the 
Roman Catholic Church. He claim- 
ed that his party was not interested 
in the Separatist Movement in Que- 
bec, and that he had done much to 
kill the- ideas being spread by the 
various separatist groups. "The 
trouble with the French-Canadian is 
that he thinks a municipal council 
is a great power and that the pro- 
vince is a world. The Dominion to 
them is something so big that it is 
remote and outside." The Fascists 
are interested in the Federal field 
because they believe that the Fed- 
eral Government has the power. To 
cite an example the leader showed 
that while mines were under the 
control of the province, the gold 
bricks— which were the important 
thing— were under the authority of 
the Dominion. 

The Nationalism of the Canadian 
Fascists is not the 'Nationalism' of 
Italy. There is no irredentist am- 
bition as in Italy where it is the 
hope of the Fascists to eventually 
include all Italians, even outside 
Italy, within their jurisdiction. The 
Fascists in Canada, when they at- 
tain power, will / exclude all those 
who are not of the white race-^- 
they will exclude the Jews, but 
will include the Indians who are 
naturalized Canadians. 

The official name of the party 
is the National Social Christian 
Party. When questioned concern- 
ing the 'Christian' angle of the 
programme the Leader stated that 
the principles of Christ as out- 
lined in the Gospels would prevail, 
but that no set form of Christianity 
would be insisted upon — on the 
contrary there would be complete 
freedom of worship — however there 
would be no room for the preach- 
ing of Atheism. The fact that the 
Roman Cahtolic Church sponsored 
corporate trade unions and the fact 
that this policy was also taught 
by the Fascists in no way bound 
the one to the other. ' 

The troubles of the world were 
due to the fact that the Jews con- 
trolled the Press, the exchange 
facilities and the world's consump- 
tion and production machinery. 
Mr. Arcand predicted another gen- 
eral depression for the fall of 1941 
and stated that chaos would then 
reign. The revolutionary forces at 
large in the world today were dir- 
ected by Moscow Jews and money 
for their support is solicited under 
the guise of collections for relief of 
the Chinese, the relief of the Eth- 
iopians and other such causes. In- 
stead of this money going to the 
supposed beneficiaries it actually 
goes to the coffers of the Revolu- 
tionaries. 

Freedom of speech and freedom 
of the press will be tolerated to a 
limited extent 'when 'the' Fascists 
come to power. But people will not 
be allowed to report news incor- 
rectly and those who did would be 
jailed. The truth will be deter- 
mined by the "authorities" and this 
will not be difficult as Mr. Arcand 
claims "Truth is self-evident." 
Those opposed to the regime would 
be jailed unless they had some con- 
structive suggestions' to offer • the 
Government. • However, he will be 
tolerant with the Jews and suggests 
that a Zionist state be created 
where the Jews could work out 
their own ends. When asked where 
this could take place he suggested 
the purchase of the Island of Mada- 
gascar.

Langston Hughs Will Be Guest 
Speaker at Cosmopolitan Club 

Spanish Situation and Social 
Problems to Be Discussed 
in Union Ballroom 



gPEAKING before the Cosmopoli 
tan Club on Monday, February 
14th, in the Union Ball Room, at 
7.45 p.m., Langston Hughes, inter- 
nationally known Negro poet and 
author, will present a double pro- 
gram of readings from his poems, 
and a talk on his struggle against 
racial prejudice and intolerance. 

Langston Hughes was born in 
Joplin, Missouri. Since then he has 
lived in Mexico, Colorado, Buffalo 
and many other parts of the United 
States. At Columbia University, he 
found adverse feeling so high that 
he was obliged to leave. Since then, 
his life has been a series of adven 
tures in different roles— as farmer, 
sailor, author, poet and adventurer, 
wandering over various parts of the 
world. 

- In' the course of his travels, he 
has always spoken out against ra 
cial opposition and class distinc 
tions. His outcry, at present, is 
against the Fascist domination of 
Spain. Thus he will probably touch 
upon his dramatic and discourag- 
ing battles in the political and eco 
nomic struggle that now rages in 
Europe. 

He is the author of two volumes 
of poems; a novel, "Not Without 
Laughter," and a book of short 
stories, "The Ways of White Folks." 

McGill is fortunate in obtaining 
Mr. Hughes who has just recently 
returned from the strife of Spain.

'Internationale Backed by 
Kosher Gold Bank' 



FASCIST SHIRTS ON 



Leader Claims Most News 
Agencies Controlled by 
Moscow Bosses

"Backed by the Kosher gold 
bank, the Internationale is 
working towards national dis- 
unity throughout the world," 
said Adrien Arcand, Supreme 
Chief of the National Christian 
Social Party in Canada, ad- 
dressing a political symposium 
of the Social Problems Club of 
McGill University yesterday 
afternoon. 

With anti-Semitism as his major 
plank, Arcand offers to Canada a 
corporate system to replace the 
"babbling parliament* that have 
lead to nothing but Intellectual, 
moral, political and economic an- 
archy." "Democracy in Canada has 
had all power to fulfil its promises 
for the past thirty years, but the 
system -is' corrupt - and is bringing.; r -j 
greater corruption all ' the time. 
Something must be done." 

"We fascists have put our shirts 
on and will do the task ourselves. , 
Fascism is the fullness of authority % 
and power in the nation; it wants 
to put an end to national dismem- 
berment, to abolish the division of 
the nation into parties." The Fascist 
parliament would be composed of 
three hundred members; 85 farm- 
ers to be elected by farmers; 80 
labourers to represent industry, 
while doctors and other groups 
would elect representatives from 
their respective ranks. Only those 
members whose interests are direct- 
ly concerned would be permitted to 
vote upon a question. As a result 
we ' will not have butchers and 
plumbers discussing the railway 
problem nor physicians trying to 
handle the finances of the country^ 

Today under democracy, we 
send our representatives to Par- 
liament, and supply them with an 
opposition to hinder their progress. 
At the head of a country, a man 
like Bennett is not as successful 
as when managing an industrial 
corporation where everyone must- 
work towards the realization of 
whatever plan the management, 
considers best. "The world today 
recognizes regimentation every- 
where—in a company, university, 
hospital, regiment, or ship, in fact 
in every thing except politics. A 
system of plain horse sense is what 
we want. This country has suf- 
fered enough from the liberty of 
lying and deceiving: Who has. the 
right to deceive people in this 
country? (Cries of "Fascism, Fasc- 
ism"). 

Denying charges made by 
Daily Clarion,. Canadian Commun 
ist newspaper, "edited by Jews,', 
Arcand declared that L'Illustration 
Nouvelle, Montreal daily of which 
he is editor, is not an organ of the 
Duplessis party and that the Que- 
bec Premier has no power to' give 
instructions to L'Illustration. "I 
am not like the agitators paid by 
foreign powers— I must work for a 
living. L'Illustration Nouvelle wili 
help Duplessis as long as his party 
is better than the gang of crooks 
that was there before, but I have 
had no contact, direct or indirect, 
with him since before he came, into : 
power." 

The Communists are working for 
a world state with capital in Mos- 
cow, the speaker declared. The 
crashes of 1929 and of October, 1937 
were deliberately brought about by. 
the Internationale and financed by 
the house of Rothschild. (At this 
point a photo of the Fascist leader 
was taken as he stood with clench- 
ed fist upraised). The InternaUon-. 
Continued on Pa ere Fout, 
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charge which represents several campus 
organizations is endeavouring to make the 
devotions as non-sectarian as possible. 
The service will be conducted by students 
while a symposium on "The Place of Re- 
ligion in the University," to be presented 
by three students, will take the place of 
the usual sermon. 

This is the first time this college 
season that such an undertaking has been 
planned, although last year a service of 
a similar nature was attended by about 
two hundred. StudentB and professors of 
all denominations are invited to attend on 
Sunday evening. It is only by the co- 
operation of all that such attempts to 
weaken social and racial barriers can be 
successful. 



Political Symposium 

The Social Problems Club is to be 
heartily congratulated for its move in 
bringing to McGill prominent representa- 
tives of the six principal political parties 
in Canada. Yesterday afternoon the 
Fascist Party's cause was eloquently pre- 
' eented and pleaded by its leader Adrien 
• Àrcand. Within the next month J. S. 
.Woodsworth, head of the C.C.F., John 
Blackmorc, spokesman of the Social Credit 
Party in Ottawa, a member of the Con 
eervative Party, as yet unannounced, and 
finally (mustn't say the naughty word) 
Tim Buck, general Secretary of the Com- 
munist Party, will be given the opportunity 
to convert student opinion to their own 
particular program or credo. 

The one thing that becomes immedi- 
ately' apparent' is the fact that the Club 
is being completely impartial in aiming 
at a presentation that will be complete; 
that will not offend any section of campus 
opinion. The symposium is designed 
along lines similar to the one started at 
Queen's University some weeks ago, and 
which is meeting with considerable success 
there. 

The Social Problems Club has recog- 
nized, along with foremost educators and 
in Canada, that the main-

tenance of the democratic method of gov- 
ernment is only possible 'when the electorate 
is fully aware for what it is voting. A 
bamboozled voter is as much a menace 
as a crooked politician. An ignorant stu- 
dent voter is a greater liability upon a 
community which looks for leadership and 
guidance from men and women supposed 
to be thoroughly versed in politics, 
economic and social problems. 

The inclusion of a Fascist and a Com- 
munist on the list of speakers might seem 
curious if the main purpose of the sym- 
posium is forgotten, namely to give the 
student body a complete picture of the 
political forces at work in the Dominion 
and throughout the world. You can't 
combat the totalitarianism of a Fascist or 
a Communist unless you know what each 
is advocating. If Fascism, Communism, 
Social Credit, Socialism, Conservatism or 
i'Liberalism can offer us a solution to some 
of our more pressing and urgent problems, 
let us accept them. If, on the other hand, 
some or all of these political ideas seem to 
us opposed to our own conception of what 
a democratically ordered society should 
be, let us fight them to the finish. But 
let Ufl always remember that you must 
fight ike with' fire, ideas with ideas. You 
s Jaust understand what you are fighting, or 
else your efforts are doomed to failure. 

Let us therefore avail ourselves of the 
opportunity of hearing at first-hand the 
platforms of these parties, and then make 
our judgments. In the words of the 
.ancient prophet, come, let us reason 
together.

Wi/ by Eugene Zamiatin. Translated 
from the Russian by Gregory Zilboorg. 

WE is a Utopian satire on the worst ideals 
of a Communistic state and a picture 
of the problem of creative individuality 
versus the mob. 

Like Gullivers Travels, it is a book 
that youngsters can read for its story with- 
out suspecting the author of intending to 
do anything but entertain. We gives a 
fascinating picture of a sterile future, in a 
city of glass. Citizens, their lives arranged 
by the state, are practically cells in a 
greater organism. D-503, the engineer 
who keeps the records that we read, tells 
us in a moment of somewhat mathematical 
enthusiasm that: 

Every morning with six-wheeled 
precision, at the Eame hour, at the same 
minute, we wake up, millions of, us at 
once. . . . United into a single body with 
a million hands, at the very same second, 
designated by the Tables, we carry the 
spoons to our mouths ; at the same second 
we all go out to walk, go to the audi- 
torium, to the halls for the Taylor 
exercises and then to bed. 
The effectiveness of the irony in We 
is largely due to the fact that it is told 
from thé point of view of one who believes 
whole-heartedly in the Whole State. 

The first intimation of disturbance 
that our engineer has is when he sees 1-330, 
in whose eyes is "a strange irritating X" 
for which he is unable to find an arithmeti- 
cal expression. 

There is indeed an X in the make-up 
of 1-330.. She represents the rebellious 
group conspiring against the government's 
rigid and rèléntless suppression, of the 
people's individuality. To the "glass of 
the pavement sprinkled with sunbeams;" 
the perfect parallels of the transparent 
buildings and the marching grey-blue uni- 
forms, she prefers the disorganized savage 
devil-worshippers on the other side of the 
Green Wall. 

We progresses in dramatic intensity as 
D-503 becomes more and more involved 
with 1-330 and her ardent group. At 
length the crash comes when D, jealous of 
I, with the sharp white teeth, betrays the 
plotters just before they capture the 
space-ship, Integral. 

After the failure of the conspiracy, the 
State takes new measures. It prescribes 
for all citizens a brain-operation to obli- 
terate their memories. This foretells de- 
feat for the bright human "Mephis." What 
hope can these bright savages have against 
the inexorable progress of a people without 
imagination who advance like "tractors in 
human form?" 

The novel ends in defeatism, with 
O-503, imagination-less and flattened, 
writing, ". . . . we succeeded in establish- 
ing a temporary Wall of high voltage 
waves. And I hope we win. More than 
that; I am certain we shall win. For 
Reason must win." s 
A Word about the Author. 
Zamiatin, (also known as Zamiatine, 
and Evgeni Zamyatin), was born in 1884. 
He took his degree in Shipbuilding- 
Engineering and he then taught shop- 
building, longing, at the same time to be a 
writer. He says of himself, ... for ... . 
years I wrote about nothing but ice cutters, 
steam engines, refillers and 'The Theoreti- 
cal Exploration of the Works of Floating 
Steam Shovels.'" 

He has written a few other stories and 
novels. But, in case you become a 
Zamiatine enthusiast, (and the translation 
may stop you), we ought to warn you that 
the only other thing of his in the library 
is a short story, "The Stove." You can 
get it in Bonfire, an interesting anthology 
of very modern Russian short stories. This 
story shows strikingly the influence of the 
symbolists on Zamiatin's writing. We, on 
the other hand has been found to be a 
"cubist" piece. of Iwjiiftng, 



ENGLAND AND FRANCE. 

•"PHE announcement that Their Majesties^-the 
*" King and Queen, will pay a state visit to 
Paris recalls the letters exchanged between His 
Late Majesty, King George V, and the Presi- 
dent of the French Republic, M. Polncare, just 
before the outbreak of the Great War. 

In his letter to His Majesty, the President 
expressed fear at the preparations of Germany. 
He continued: ". . . . France, resolved to con- 
tinue to the very end to do all that Ilea within 
her power to maintain peace, has, up to the 
present, confined herself solely to the most 
indispensable precautionary measures. But it 
does not appear that her prudence and moder- 
ation serve to check Germany's action; Indeed 
quite the reverse. We are, perhaps, then, In 
spite of the moderation of the Government 
of the Republic and the calm of public opinion, 
on the eve of the most terrible events. 

"From all the Information which reaches 
us it would seem that war would be inevitable 
if Germany were convinced that the British 
Government would not intervene in a conflict 
in which France might be engaged; If, on the 
other hand, Germany were convinced that the 
entente cordiale would be affirmed, in case of 
need, even to the extent of taking the field 
side by side, there would be the greatest chance 
that the peace would remain unbroken. 

"It is, I consider, on the language and the 
action of the British Government that hence, 
forward the last chances of a peaceful settle 
ment depend. 

"We, ourselves, from the Initial stages of 
the crisis, have enjoined upon our Ally an 
attitude of moderation from which they have 
not served. In concert with our Majesty's Gov' 
ernment. ... we will continue to act on the 
same lines. 

" . . ,-, I am profoundly convinced that 
at the present moment, the more Great Britain, 
France, and Russia can give a deep Impression 
that they are united in their diplomatic action, 
the more possible will It be to count upon the 
preservation of peace. . . ." 

That the British declaration of war on 
Germany was a great blow to the letter's hopes [ 
was made evident by the Interview between 
Sir E. Goschen, British Ambassador In Berlin, 
and Herr von Jagow, German Secretary of 
State, on August 8, 1914. 

His Late Majesty, King George V, replied 
as follows: 

Buckingham Palace, August 1, 1914. 
Dear and Great Friend, 

I most highly appreciate the sentiments 
which moved you to write to me in so 
cordial and friendly a spirit, and I am 
grateful to you for having stated your views 
so fully and frankly. 

You may be assured that the present 
situation in Europe has been the 'cause of 
much anxiety and preoccupation to me, and 
I am glad to think that our two Govern- 
ments have worked so amicably together in 
endeavouring to find a peaceful solution 
of the question at issue. 

It would be a source of real sat inaction 
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"TTHAT the New Theatre Group has 
built up an appreciative and 



to me If our united efforts were to meet 
with success, and I am still not without 
hope that the terrible events which seem 
so near may be averted. . 

I admire the restraint which you and 
your Government are exercising in refrain- 
ing from taking undue military measures 
on the frontiers and not adopting an atti- 
tude which in any wise can be interpreted 
as a provocative one. 

I am personally using my best en- 
deavours. . . . towards finding some solution 
by which actual military operations may at 
any rate be postponed, and time be thus 
given for calm discussion between the 
Powers. I intend to prosecute these efforts 
without intermission so long as any hope 
remains of an amicable settlement. . . . 
Believe me, 
M. le President,

more than casually interested fol- 
lowing, seemed apparent from the 
enthusiastic reception accorded its 
presentation of three one-act plays 
at Victoria Hall on Thursday and 
Friday evenings. Everyone wel- 
comed with considerable gratifica- 
tion the change from the poorly 
equipped Corona Barn to Victoria 
Hall, which, with its more adequate 
facilities, was able to do a greater 
measure of justice to the high stand- 
ard of production set and main- 
tained by this Group. 

What It Takes, written by Philip 
Stevenson and directed by Albert 
Lipton, was the most commendable 
of the three presentations. This 
play was preceded by two short 
one-acters, Remember Pedrocito, a 
gruesome and violent anti-war play, 
set in strife-ridden Spain, and by 
Home Of The Brave, an hilarious 
satirical sketch of a would-be re- 
turn of the American people to the 
pristine purity and manner of the 
Indian undefiled by the alien in- 
fluences of European immigrants 
from the Pilgrim Fathers onward. 

From the point of view of social 
content What It Takes was one of 
the most significant plays the Group 
might have presented. With an in 
difference, at times bordering on 
positive dislike, the New Theatre 
Group has been regarded and dis 
missed by some as a completely one 
class movement. No argument or 
reason could be as convincing as a 
refutation of this narrow point of 
view as was the presentation of this 
play. The plot concerns a typical 
petit-bourgeois family of a mid- 
western American town. The fath- 
er is an automobile salesman. His 
son is an intelligent, thinking senior 
at college who has ideas about the 
apparent but false security enjoyed 
by many people, of whom his father 
is one, and about the absence of 
security, so prevalent among many 
more people. His daughter does not 
think of robust individualism nor of 
social security, but merely desires 
the amenities of life which her fath- 
er finds it increasingly difficult to 
provide. The mother, with decreas- 
ing income, strives to maintain the 
comfortable standard of living to 
which the family had accustomed 
itself in better days. The struggle 
of the small man moves rapidly to 
wards a tragic climax. Sales are re. 
duced by competition from younger 
men employing practices which the 
family man cannot afford. The f ath 
er finds it difficult and eventually 
impossible to maintain' the appear' 
ance of prosperity expected of him. 
He is faced with complete insecurity 
and, with bitter irony, this would 
be capitalist rails at his son's lm 
mature views of social security, 
formed without sufficient contact 
with the world of experience whose 
methods he knows so well. A sup- 
posedly 'confidential tip by the sales 
manager raises the hopes of his fam 
ily once more. The nemesis strikes 
almost immediately as a younger 
rival enters the scene and an' 
nounces his approaching marriage 
made possible by the sale on which 
the father had rested all his hopes, 
The tragic cycle of youthful optim- 
ism flushed with success to the 
same hopeless defeat is again sug- 
ed. It is here that the swift- 
ness of exposition, the brevity es- 
sential to the one act play are pres- 
ent without any flagging of inter- 
est. Attention is focussed on the 
play until its powerful and dramatic 
close. The blinding truth of the 
play is expressed in an instant. It 
is the self-same truth, naively and 
immaturely presented by the son in 
his school debate on social security 
but expressed with more realism 
and an Immediacy than he had 
dreamed of, ; 

The New Theatre Group does not 
feature performers or build its re- j 
putation by emphasis on personali- 
ties. One-act plays are necessarily 
focussed, however, on a few char- 
acters. This one centres about the 



father, convincingly portrayed by 
Morton Cohen. The voice was a 
trifle boisterous, but the gestures 
and ease with which 1 he convened 
the appearance of the once super 
and now depressed salesmen left 
little to be desired. Ada Span, as 
the young daughter, was admirably 
natural. Erna Allot, as the mother, 
was convincing but lacked the casu- 
alness of the rest of the cast. Her 
arms hung rigidly at her sides al- 
most throughout the play. Hllllard 
Crown, as the ion and student, 
played his part well. His school 
speech for its verisimilitude was 
admirable. He struck a good bal- 
ance between the youthful Idealist 
thinking In terms of humanity and 
a son faced with an all too real 
example of the injustices he decries. 

"Remember Pedrocito" brought 
forth good performances by Harry 
Ostrovsky as the~veteran campaign- 
er of the wars and by Irving J. 
Myers as the sensitive soldier who 
"asked too many questions." Isa- 
bella Lipkln was effectively realis- 
tic as the terror-stricken yet cour- 
ageously defiant girl sniper. 

"Home of the Brave" provided a 
satisfying relief from the gruesome 
setting of the first play. Its theme 
was humourous enough but one 
cannot excuse the faulty costumes 
and the unpardonable indulgence 
In laughter by at least one mem- 
ber of the cast. 

The New Theatre Group, If one 
may be permitted to make a gen- 
eral reflection, seems to have estab- 
lished itself in Montreal. The pub- 
lic is not indifferent to its efforts. 
That no bigoted hostility should 
arise to such well presented and 
meaningful drama is this reviewer's 
hope. M. R. G.

^" fully revived? 

An attemt at answering this 
question will be made by Effle 
Astbury this afternoon in a talk 
before the Classical Club in Strath- 
cona Hall at 4 o'clock.

"It is these difficulties 
which I will discuss, and also some 
recent attempts to reproduce the 
ancient drama such as O'Nell's 
"Electra." I will also discuss sev- 
eral productions of Greek plays on 
the modern stage, Including "Oedi- 
pus Rex," and "Medea." 

The speaker will not devote much 
time to a consideration of the diffi- 
culties of production, scenery and 
properties, although she may con- 
sider several different types of 
translation.

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EDITORIAL 




The brief recently sent by McGill 
University to the Quebec Protestant 
Education Survey Committee on 
the findings of an extensive survey 
of educational conditions, together 
with recommendations, contains 
; several items of real interest to us 
at Macdonald College. 

This brief points out the financial 
relationships between the university 
and the Provincial Government 
with regard to the School for 
Teachers. Before the opening of 
Macdonald College, the Protestant 
training school for teachers was 
situated at McGill. With the found- 
ing of this college, the university 
moved the normal school to Mac- 
donald with the understanding that 
it was to be run by McGill and to 
be supported by the original en 
dowment and a yearly grant of 
$25,000 from the Quebec Govern- 
However, in this arrange^ 
ment, no allowance was made for 
growth of the School for Teachers, 
with the result that at the present 
time greater expenditures are re 
quired to operate this school, with 
the Household Science and Agricul 
ture Schools receiving a corre- 
spondingly less proportion of the 
revenue from the endowment. 

When founding this institution, 
Sir William Macdonald was at least 
equally interested in the three 
schools, and this unbalanced distri- 
bution of revenue has been limiting 
the facilities at the disposal of stu 
dents in Household Science and 
Agriculture to such an extent .that 
the university authorities are now 
• seeking a means of obtaining 
larger grant from the Government. 

A present grant of $74,000 as rec^ 
ommended would enable the in 
creasing of staff and equipment in 
he Faculty of Agriculture and the 
School. of Household Science. Since 
the founding of this college, great 
advances have been made in sci 
ences allied with both these studies, 
and such a grant would bring addl 
tional advantages to all interested 
in these branches of science. It is 
with interest that we await the de< 
cision of the Quebec Government 
on the issue presented in this brief, 
❖ ❖ ❖ 

We take pleasure in producing in 
these columns a timely article en 
titled "In Defence of Sportsman, 
ship," written by a student Many 
excellent ideas are expressed* and 
we hope that each reader will take 
the time to read this article.

To all those who are new at Mac- 
donald College there is a feeling 
that all is not well in the world of 
sport. I do not know whether this 
attitude has been prevalent in other 
years, but it certainly has been a 
great factor in taking away from 
college life that spirit of good 
sportsmanship which prevails in 
most high schools and colleges. It 
is with this idea in mind that I sit 
down and write the following, 
which I hope every individual in 
the college will not only read but 
thoroughly digest 

A very erroneous idea regarding 
sport has found acceptance, namely, 
that if youth can be induced to 
play, somehow the problem of good 
citizenship could be solved. It is 
certainly true that sports have a 
very important bearing on charac. 
ter, but the kind of character de. 
veloped depends not merely on 
playing the game, but' upon the at 
titude of the participants and the 
spectators. Thus you see that 
sport makes the individual and not 
the individual the sport. 

Whatever field of sport a boy or 
girl enters, they have two choices 
First they may learn to cheat, gam- 
ble, take praise which is not due, or 
resort to unfair tactics which may 
win for him or her the game and 
individual glory, but which will 
make them undesirable and dis. 
honest citizens in that world where 
the person that cheats will ulti 
mately be trampled underfoot. Sec. 
ondly, they may play the game 
cleanly, using those qualities listed 
below, thus building a desirable 
character and also a tradition of 
"Clean Sport" which will be virile 
and wholesome to all those partici. 
pating in the realm of sport. 
Co-operation: 

An aggregation of stars may be 
defeated consistently by a team of 
inferior players because there is on 
one side a series of individual 
efforts and on the other a campaign 
of co-operation. This fact has been 
clearly shown with our rugby and 
basketball teams. We had the 
ability to win, but due to lack of 
co-operation between certain indi- 
viduals, and the urge for publicity 
by those persons who had not the 
ability to gain it themselves but 
who grabbed the glory from those 
who could and did play a good, 
clean game, we were forced to sup- 
port a losing team, a team that lost 
even when they did manage to win. 
This attitude must be abolished 
from college sport and until we 
learn that golden rule of sportsman- 
ship, namely, to share with others 
in the struggle, to submerge per- 
sonal ambition and the desire for 
self-display and glory for those 
greater achievements that are pos- 
sible only through the group; until 
we learn this rule it is a waste of 
time and money, and hypocrisy of 
the highest degree, to foster sport 
at Macdonald College. 

Self-Control. 
To be able to control oneself at 
all times and under all circum- 
stances is the foundation of all 
clean sport. In Canada Lacrosse 
has become obsolete because some 
of those participating persisted in 
using their equipment as weapons 
of vengeance when self-control had 
gone. In nearly every game this 
season we have been given the 
unwanted opportunity of seeing 
certain individuals display disgust- 
ing tactics which none but those 
who are unable to control them- 
selves would ever display. To keep 
your head in tense situations, to 
"play the game" instead of "getting 
your man," to be calm when others 
are raging, is to exercise the con- 
trol which is the surest sign of a 
clean player. 

Goodwill. 

Ia the opinion of certain indivi- 
duals the College can do no wrong 
while their opponents can do no 
right We of Macdonald College 
can pride ourselves on the goodwill 
of our spectators toward rival 
teams. It is seldom we have a 
cheer for a dirty play executed by 
our team, and a "boo" for similar 
tactics by our opponents. To play 
the game with a hearty spirit of 
goodwill to those We face marks 
us as having one of the most 
precious qualities of good sports- 
manship. 

Stick-to-it-ncss. 

To play with a grin and battle 
till the last whistle blows is a 
marked quality of "clean sport." 
To turn "yellow," to quit when the 



going is rough, soon brings on any 
individual or team a reputation that 
is hard to live down. Victory comes 
most often to those who have the 
persistent will to win. But more 
important still is the satisfaction 
coming from the knowledge that, 
win or lose, we have given our best. 
This feeling is the reward of real 
sportsmanship. 

Honesty. 
Under our present system of 
sports, although officials are ap- 
pointed to interpret and enforce all 
rules, there are occasions when the 
honesty of a good sportsman de- 
mands action which may bring 
upon his head temporarily the 
wrath of his mates and supporters 
but which will in the long run win 
their approval, and exert an in- 
fluence to raise the standard of 
sportsmanship. Its degree is deter- 
mined as much by the attitude of 
the spectators as by the players 
themselves. Applauding a good 
play by a member of the opposing 
team, condemning any unseemly 
behavior on the part of the home 
team, would be of inestimable value 
in developing clean sport
